The weather bureau reported the 
mercury at 70 at 5 yesterday morning 
and 98 at noon, which was the maxi- 
mum. A thunderstorm set in at S 
o'clock in the afternoon and continaed 
t'TO hours, which cooled the air to 70 
degrees at dark. Since then it has he«n 
rising slightly. 

Street thermometers marked a tem- 
perature from 3 to 6 degrees above the 
weather bureau figures.

TURKS RE NEW HO SflLITIES. 

They AttMk the TUIace of Oalnbaka and 

Destroy It. 

Athenb, July 6.— The Turkish troops, 
after a sharp fight with the inhabitants, 
have occupied the village of Kalabaka, 
in No^ Thessaly. 

Kalabfcka. although wlthia the terri- 



tory occupied by (he Turkish troops, 
was under Greek^ulministration. The 
attack was made last Thursday by a 
bo<ly of Turks and Albanians 2.000 
strong. The inhabitants fought desper 
ately, killing many of the Turks, but 
were tinally overpowered. Most of them 
fled to the mountains. The others have 
probably been massacred or taken pris 
oners. The Turks, after pilli^^ing the 
town, destroyed it.

R ETURNING GREEK S. 



Dlaappointmrnt to Tlioie Who Ketpouded 
to Their Country** Call. 

New York, July 6.— George Yiley, a 
Greek of this city, and* 16 ocher Greeks 
who three months ago wei^ among the 
patriots that went to Athens to offer 
their services to (ireece, returned on the 
French liner La Bretague. They have 
started for their several homes, some of 
them having settled in the west. 

Mr. Ylley said that on reaching Ath- 
ens they were told that their services 
would not be required and were there- 
fore not enrollM in the army. This 
was a Igxmt disappointment to many 
and some equipped themselves to go to 
the front as sharpshooters. 

Of the several hundred Greeks who 
went from the United States, many will 
remain in Greece ; others are scraping 
together the means and will endeavor 
to return. 

Not Held for Murder. 

St. Louih-. July 6.— The grand jury 
failed to indict May Campbell for the 
murder of Maud Devere. which occurred 

several weeks ago. The jurors decided 
that the Devere woman died from the 
effe<'ts of the operation after an attempt 
to locate the ball, and that the wound 
in itself would imt have proved fatal. 
Tom t ampbell and liis wife. May, were 
playing an engagement in a du ap vari- 
ety theatei. Mrs. Caiaiibell came from 
Cincinnati a week before the tragtdy. 
She caught Campbell with the Devere 
woman and shot tlieui both. Campbell 
recovered, but the woman died. 

Three Uvea Lost. 

Wkst ScfKuioR, Wis., July 6.— By 
the capsi/ing of a boat in Superior bay 
yesterday three persons lost their lives. 
Daniel, Christie and May McDonald of 
Itasca and Burton McCurry of Omaha, 
an e'.ectrioian, were drowned, the other 
three members of the party being saved. 
The boat was overladen and shipped 
water over her gunwales. Some of the 
pKTty climbed out of the boat, which 
was in t^ome way overturned. Lewis 
Spragne. A. Ingram and Agnes McDon- 
ald were rescued by John Bardon, 
whose yacht happened to be n^ at 
hand.

The Coal Miners' Strike 
Been Nearly General.

STRIKE PKO|P^ TO JB> SUCCESS 

Mneh Depends oa tho Ilea in the Pitt* 
burg Diitrlct — Operator* Are }«lnkiii;; 
No KObrt to Start Their Mine*, but Ar< 
Quietly Awattlag Dovolopmoats— Pre*!- 

dent Katchffird Talks un the Sltuntlnn. 

CoLLMBUs, O., July 6. — Advices re 
ceived at national headquarters of thi 
United Mine Workers of America her* 
indicate that the great ooal strike is 
pretty general throughout the United 
States. In Ohio the Hocking valley is 
nearly all out, most of the eastern part 
of Perry county is out, pra< ticuUy all of 
the Sunday Greek valley, nearly all of 
Belmont county, and in Jackson county 
all except a scattering few who insist 
on working until they ascertain what 
is being done in the other regions, par- 
ticularly in West Virginia, which is a 
close competitor. 

}'re-;ident Ratchford of the United 
Mine Workers said it would rerpiire 
several days to receive full information 
from the various districts as tlie (iis- 
triet presidents would nece.xsarily liave 
to have time to communicate with the 
numerous locals before retiorting d'!fln- 
itely to national headquarters as to th" 
completeness of the susi)en<ion. Be- 
fore the end of the present week, how- 
ever, the national otheers will have the 
information at liand as to the exact sit- 
uation at all the mines in the country. 
If there should be any mine- in opera- 
tion the otticials will know tlieir loca- 
tion, the number of men employed and 
whether or not they are memDersof the 
miners' organixutiou. 

The information which the national 
officials have at hand is of a general 
nature and is to the effect that the min- 
ers have generally suspended work and 
the strike promises to be a success. The 
success of the whole movement seems 
to devolve upon the men in the Pitts- 
burg district and judging from the lat- 
est adrieea reeeived from that field, the 
miners there propose to do their part. 

So far as can be learned the operators 
in both the Pittsburg and Ohio districts 
do not intend to put forth any effort to 
start their mines, out have concluded to 
quietly olose down and await develop- 
ments. At least it will require several 
days for the operators to determino upon 
what course to pursue. 

President Ratchford said : "The suc- 
cess of the movement naturally depends 
upon the unanimity with which the 
miners resjpond. wa ara ready and 
willing to lead the movement, but the 
efforts of the miners themselves is the 
real force, and we can not fail to suc- 
ceed if they play their part." 

President Ratchford said he had been 
astonished at the great number of tele- 
grams received from operators request- 
ing permission to operate their mines 
by paying the price demanded by the 
miners. These requests could not be 
granted for the reason that to do so 
would be defeating the very obiect 
which the strike is intended to accom- 
plish. 

The Ohio operators will be govrrni'd 
in tlieir course entirely by tlie ai tion of 
the Pittsburg operators. If the latter 
agree to ;in ailvance in the price the 
( >hio ojjer.'itors will not object, but will 
readily pay the advaiiee. As a matter 
of fact it is uriderKtood that they would 
rather pay a hiKlier jirice and continue 
the operation of their mines. 

IN THE CHAT TANO OGA DISTRICT 

Miners Aro at Work, bat Are Dlssatto- 

Bod and Threaten to Xtrike. 

CHATTANOoeu, Tenn., Jnly 6.— The 
miners in the t'liattanoopa district are 
all at wjrk, but the (-itaation is very 
feverish. At Rockwood. Dayton and 
other points the men recently accepted 
a reduction, since which time they have 
not appeared to be satisfied. The men 
in this district are usually controlled by 
the aetion of the Soddy miners, and 
there has been no disposition at that 
point to go out. 

The men at Soddy are controlled by 
conservative leaders, one of whom said it 
was impossible to tell what they were 
going to do. They are very quiet and 
are not talking, bat there is an under- 
current of dissatisfaotion that may at 
any time terminate in a Strike, which 
will be followed by all the ather minen 
in the district. 



Indiana Miners Are L'ulted. 
Tekr:c Haite, Ind., July 6. —Presi- 
dent G. W. Kmght of the Indiana 
Miners' association said: "I have cer- 
tain advices from ^^^7 county of our 
district, except part of Snllivan, which 
assure me that .the strike in Indinna 
will be general. Even the block ooal 
men are going out. I can nut tell the 
exact number of striking men, but there 
are about b.OOO men engaged in mining 
as an occupation in the state. It is true 
tiiat a per cent of these have not been 
closely observant of the union rules of 
late, but I am confident that they wili 
all join in this movement."

Brazil, Ind., Jnly 6.— A large mn^» 
meeting of miners was held here ye ster- 
day. liy a unaiumous vote the meeting 
endorsed the action of the miners Sat- 
urday in declaring a suspension. The 
operators called a committee of tlie 
miners in session and argued with them 
icainst suspending, but it was at no 
avail.

BONOS A ND STOCK S TAXED. 

An ImpnrtaBt Paracraph of tha Tariff 
Bill Passed by the Senate. 

Washuioton, Joly 6.— Senator Alli- 
MMi, in eharge of the tarifT bill, an- 
noanced shortly before the adjoitmment 
of the senate last night that as no 

apreement had I ecu reached for a final 
vote on the tariff bill he wnuld a.^k the 
Feiiat ■ to remain i:i '(s^ioii Tuesday 
night at least until the bill was reported 
from committee of the whole to the 
senate. This promises a test of endur- 
ance, nnless tbe opposttion to the bill 
pivp waj. Mr. Allison's StatemWlt 'Was 
made after anotlur further effort to 
have a time fixe<l for the vote. 

In some respectH the senate made good 
progress yesterday, disposing of two im- 
portant amendments, that placing a 
stamp tax on bonds and stooks being 
agreed to with little- or no opposition 
and without the formali^ of a Tote, 
while the Spooner amemunent, propos- 
ing a tariff investigation, was ^th- 
drawn after a protracted struggle. The 
stamp amendment a8 agreed on fixes 
the following rates on bonds, etc. : 

"Bonds, debenture* or certificates of 
indebtedness issued after Sept. 15, 1897, 
by any association, company or corpora- 
tion, on cacli f 100 of fwi- value or frac- 
tion thereof, 6 cents ; and on each 
original issne, whether an orpani/ation 
or reorganization, of certificateb of stock 
by any such assuciation, company or 
corporation, on each f 100 of face value 
or fraction thereof, 6 cents; and 
on all transft rs of shares or certificates 
of stock in any apsociation, company or 
corporiition, on oarh $100 of face valae 
or fraimon thereof, cents."
